years. 

The use of au pairs is common in 
Andover. This past May, the Towns- 
man asked local au pairs to show up 
for a photo, and more than two dozen 
responded. 

Parents who have hired au pairs 
say the best way to make smooth tran- 
sitions is to make sure everyone 
knows what to expect. 

According to Jennifer Bouchard of 
Nanny Poppins in Beverly, au pair 
agencies often advertise with an 
emphasis on fun and American cul- 
ture, rather than professional child 
care. “It’s not child care that’s attract- 
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ing them,” she says. 

Kathy Lynn, assistant in the EF Au 
Pairs, an agency that provides 12,000 
au pairs nationally each year, and 
many in Andover, says the agency 
does advertise the cultural American 
experience to attract au pairs, but the 
premise that child care is their priori- 
ty is clear.

Art from the underground 


You may have seen her pull 
over on Route 93 on the way into 
Boston, and jump out of her car 
and take pictures of the Boston 
Sand and Gravel lot near the 
highway. Karen Harris is one of 
the lucky few who can sit in traf- 
fic, gaze at the chaos of construc- 
tion around her and think, “Isn’t 
that beautiful?” 

Harris, an Andover artist, was 
so inspired by the scenes created 
by construction projects in the 
city that she talked a friend who 
happened to be a construction 
worker on the Big Dig (Central 
Artery/Third Harbor Tunnel 
project) to walk her through 
some tunnels. She took pho- 
tographs and is now creating a 
series of etchings and drawings 
from them, a project she calls 
“Technology in Wonderland, 
Down the Rabbit Hole and Into 
the Third Harbor Tunnel.” 
Harris says she enjoys the transi- 
tory nature of construction sites, 
especially thinking that some of 
her photographs captured 
arrangements that were short- 
lived, but worth keeping for art’s 
sake. 

“Tt’s all in a state of flux. If I 
make a smudge, I can sort of 
move things around and it’s OK. 
That’s the freedom of it,” she 


says. 

Her current project is a series 
of nine black-and-white etchings 
and drawings. The pieces done 
from photographs of above- 
ground work are black India ink 
drawings on white paper. Those 
done from underground work are 
etchings done on clay board cov- 
ered in India ink that,- when 
scratched with an etching tool, 
reveal a white layer. 

“Tm interested in the nega- 
tive/positive impact of technolo- 
gy on our lives,” she says, and 
quotes Theodore Dostoyevsky’s 
Notes From the Underground, 
wondering why men build roads. 

“'.. perhaps he only likes to 
build it, and does not want to live 
in it,” he wrote. 

The subject matter includes 
several drawings that include 
large pieces of construction and 
earth-moving equipment, and a 
few include tunnels illuminated 
only by their distant openings. 

“T just love the shapes,” she 
says, pointing to arcs of tunnels, 
bridges, and the coffer dam that 
held the ocean back from the 
swampy area where the Ted 
Williams tunnel was built.

A life of love for the law 


After 50 years of practicing law, Andover 
resident Maurice Schwartz not only got his 
just desserts Wednesday night, he got a full 
traditional dinner. To hear those who have 
worked with him tell it, it was the least they 
could do. 

Schwartz, a former District Court judge 
and past president of the Lawrence Bar Asso- 
ciation, was honored Wednesday at the bar 
association’s annual fall dinner for his 50 
years in front of and behind the bench. 

“IT can’t say enough good things about 
him. He embodied for me what a judge 
should be, and what a lawyer should be,” 
says presiding Haverhill District Court 
Judge Kevin M. Herlihy, who worked closely 
with Schwartz when both were presiding in 
Lawrence District Court. 

“If it sounds like I’m laying it on thick, it’s 
because that’s the way I feel about him,” says 
Herlihy, after draining the thesaurus of acco- 
lades for his former colleague: “Maurice was 
a good lawyer and he knew the law, but he 
also Knew people. He had a great sense, not 
just of justice, but of humanity.” 

“He’s just a true gentleman. He had a cer 
tain flair for doing criminal cases, in that he 
treated people in front of him as though they 
were his children,” says Rick Kelley, a 
Lawrence attorney. “He really had some 
good results with the way he treated peo- 
ple.” 

Former judge Schwartz was born in 
Lawrence and graduated from Lawrence 
High in 1940. After briefly considering engi- 
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neering, he took an interest in liberal 
arts and law, graduating from North- 
eastern University Law School in 
1947. 

After practicing law nearly 40 
years, he was appointed to the Dis- 
trict Court bench by former governor 
Michael Dukakis in 1984. He retired 
at age 70 in 1992, having left an 
impression on many. 

“He was really a fair-minded judge 
and he wasn’t afraid to make the 
tough call, whether it favored the 
defendant or the Commonwealth,” 
says Kelley. “But as tough as he was 
in the courtroom, he was fair, and no 
one ever walked out of his courtroom 
with less than their dignity.” 

Before becoming a judge, Schwartz 
says he worked in Lawrence handling 
mostly family cases such as wills, acci- 
dents and the occasional criminal case. 

“In the city of Lawrence, where I 
practiced for 39 years before I became 
a judge, it’s a very family-orientated 
process,” says Schwartz. “When I 
retired I was already handling fourth 
generations of clients.” 

He admits he was surprised the 
first time a client told him he had 
worked with that many generations. 

The client told Schwartz he had not 
only done his father’s will and worked 
with the man and his daughter, but 
also handled an accident case for the

man’s grandson. 

“That amazed me,” says Schwartz.

trator Gayle, and attorney Pamela. He 
works with Pamela Schwartz in a pri- 
vate Methuen practice.

Condos to town: 
‘Take out the papers

Tired of lugging recyclables else- 
where and paying extra to get rid of 
their garbage, a group of Andover 
condominium dwellers is trying to 
force the town to pick up their trash.

Fifteen people representing 500 
of Andover’s 923 condo units met 
Tuesday night to try to rally sup- 
port for this cause. Zimmer says the 
group will try to get other condo 
owners on board. They are gather- 
ing data about how much trash. 
condo owners discard and the num- 
ber of registered voters they have 
among their ranks.

GOP press release read “The 
(death penalty) bill was almost 
defeated when Rep. Finegold voted 
against the measure, which has 
the support of more than 75 per- 
cent of the people of Massachu- 
setts.”

“Two Republicans in the 
past, Paul Cronin and Gary Coon, 
have voted against it and I think 
that’s reflective of the district.” 

Told that Finegold believes 
Andover has more limited support 
for capital punishment than some 
other communities, DeCourcey 
says “The Republican Party 
thinks to be tough on crime, you 
have to be tough on criminals.” 

“That’s the old 45. They keep 
playing that. But 99 percent of 
criminal activities are not death-

Zimmer pays about $283 per 
month in condo fees and about 5 
percent of this is for trash disposal, 
he says. He believes he is entitled to 
either pay less tax to the town 
because of this, or to get the trash 
service from the town. 

Charles Perkins is reportedly 
representing the condo group but 
the attorney could not be reached 
on deadline. 

Some condo dwellers say their 
trash could help the town meet the 
tonnage demands of its trash-dis- 
posal contract. “This may actually 
be a win-win situation,” says Zim- 
mer. 
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penalty eligible. We have to get tougher on first- 
time offenders and stop plea bargaining every 
case,” Says Finegold. 

Finegold says the state must stop criminal 
behavior early on in a criminal’s career to stop 
more brutal crimes, and he says two programs 
he supports help accomplish this. 


Finegold says he’s pushing for better truth- 
in-sentencing “so when you do the crime you 
do the time,” and he also supports putting more 
cops on the street. His district, which includes 
most of Andover, received more money for 
community policing this year than it did last 
year, he says.

from tragedy 


If there is anything good about high- | | 
way tragedies like this past Sunday’s | 


fatal accident on Route 125 and Wild- 
wood Road, it is that they get officials 


talking about how to prevent more of 


them. 

There are several clear messages local 
selectmen, state legislators and state 
transportation officials should take from 
this past week’s accident. 

¢ There is an obvious need for more 
traffic lights on Route 125. It’s hard to 
imagine that the money isn’t there for it. 
The state is practically awash in money 
— the debate at the moment is whether to 
stuff hundreds of millions more into the 
“rainy-day fund” or return some of it to 
taxpayers. 

This was a rainy-day accident. It ought 
to easily qualify for rainy-day money. 
This would be a slam dunk for officials. 
And as the weekend’s event show, this is 
not a new problem. Neighbors say they 
know, when they hear the familiar, sick- 
ening rending of metal, they simply dial 
911. So it is well past time to get it done. 

* There is also a need for better traffic 
enforcement. State Rep. Barry Finegold 
says drivers are doing 70 miles per hour 
on Route 125. That sounds like an obvi- 
ous place for some speed traps. If they’re 
regular enough, people will get the mes- 
sage and start to slow down.

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Block schedule 
report doesn’t 
answer questions 


Editor, Townsman: 

The long awaited report on the high 
school scheduling problem was deliv- 
ered by superintendent Neal this past 
week. While he provided much infor- 
mation, he also opened up several 
issues which went unanswered. 

Some of the questions raised by the 
report were: 

+ Why was there no back-up plan in 
place? The software purchased for the 
scheduling was new and only in use 
about a year. The scheduling changes 
being made were immense and the 
functionality effected was of a critical 
nature to the high school. Prudence 
would have advised having a back-up 
plan in place in case problems arose. 
Any company installing such an 
important new change puts a back-up 
plan in place. Yet all physical connec- 
tions to the old system were discon- 
nected. Who made the decision not to 
provide such a back-up? Or was it just 
overlooked totally by the technology 
coordinator and/or the principal? 

* Why didn’t the administrator cre- 
ating the schedule have sufficient 
training? How could this be missed by 
school management? Wasn’t there an 
implementation plan in place that 
included the vital component of train- 
ing? 

« Who was aware that the "master 
scheduler" was not being used? This 
was a red flag that something was 
wrong. Yet, the administrator was able 
to proceed and tried to create a custom 
schedule. The lack of training, com- 
bined with the creation of this cus- 
tomized schedule resulted in calamity. 

The town deserves a full explana- 
tion of what happened. Unfortunately, 
we have not received it yet. And nei- 
ther the school committee nor the 
Townsman seem interested in probing 
the matter further as evidenced by the 
lack of questions by committee mem- 
bers last Monday night at the school 
committee meeting and the lack of any 
investigative reporting by the Towns- 
man.

I wouldn’t presume to 
put myself into the heads of friends 
and family members of Charles Man- 
son’s victims, but it gives me some sat- 
isfaction knowing he’ll be caged for the 
rest of his miserable life. The death 
penalty’s too easy for someone like 
that.

A coalition of major corporations, 
electric utilities and state legislators, 
including state Sen. John O’Brien, 
contends that the average consumer 
will like it very much indeed. And its 
members say that is just what legisla- 
tion now pending in the House, to 
dereguiate a portion of the electric 
utility industry, will do. 

If that is true, one would expect con- 
sumer advocates to be crowding the 
Statehouse, demanding that the legis- 
lation —- a compromise bill reported 
favorably out of the Joint Committee 
on Government Regulations on Oct. 29 
—- be passed immediately. 

But they are not. In fact, the mes- 
sage to legislators from a coalition of 
35 consumer and environmental 
groups is to overhaul or kill the bill. 
The message to consumers: Don’t 
believe the hype. 

If it is hype, it is certainly attrac- 
tive hype. “Consumer” shows up reg- 
warly in promotional material about 
the bill. An earlier version, the result 
of a negotiated settlement among sev- 
eral utility companies, the Attorney 
General and various other interested 
parties, was actually called “Con- 
sumers First.” 

A press release from O’Brien’s 
office lauded the bill as “another step 
closer to bringing competition and 
consumer choice to the electric utility 
industry.” And O’Brien is in a posi- 
tion to know. He has been involved in 
the deregulation process for more 
than a year, both as a member of Gov- 
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John O’Brien — at least he’s 
thought about it. 


ernment Regulations and as a co-chair 
of the Special Committee on Utility 
Restructuring, which helped to craft 
the language of the bill. 

A press packet from New England 
Electric Systems (NEES), a corpora- 
tion that includes both Massachusetts 
Electric and New England Power 
Company, notes that the deregulation 
proposal now before the Legislature 
will cut consumers’ electric bills by 15 
to 20 percent immediately, protect the 
environment, promote conservation 
and protect low-income customers, all 
while maintaining, or even improv- 
ing, quality of service. 

So why isn’t the bill sailing through 
the Ways and Means Committee to a 
unanimous vote in the House and Sen- 
ate, right to Acting Gov. Paul Celluc- 
ci’s desk? Why isn’t the consumer 


coalition jamming the Statéhouse to 
lobby for its passage? 

Not because they are opposed to 
competition, says Rob Sargent, leg- 
islative director of MassPIRG (Massa- 
chusetts Public Interest Research 
Group), one of the coalition members. 

“Competition can and should bene- 
fit consumers,” he says, “but the pro- 
posal currently on the table won’t.” 

Sargent, who is careful to say he 
respects O’Brien’s work on the bill (“I 
disagree with him, but at least he’s 
really thought about it,” he says), still 
has multiple objections to it. 

* The “guarantees” of savings, he 
says, are not really guarantees, since 
they are filled with loopholes to bene- 
fit the utilities. 

“There are a whole set of condi- 
tions — things like hardship, or an 
increase in fuel prices — that ‘reopen’ 
the rate structure,” he says. 

- The context is all wrong. “If the 
goal is to save consumers money, why 
is the largest utility in the state the 
one pushing it?” he asks, adding, “Ask 
any of the independent power compa- 
nies if they think this bill will create 
real competition.” 

Indeed, he notes that the lobbyists 
pushing the bill at Statehouse hear- 
ings all represent utilities and major 
corporations. “There’s not one con- 
sumer group, other than the chamber 
of commerce, that is pushing this. 
That should tell you something,” he 
says. 

* While it does provide for some 
rate reduction, it is mainly for large 
corporations.

Raytheon issues 


third-quarter report 

il at Company reported third- 
quarter earnings of $211.2 million, or 89 
cents per share, on record third-quarter 
sales of $3.445 billion. 

The third quarter 1997 earnings were 
achieved despite higher non-operating 
expense of $84 million, which included 
$49 million of increased interest expense, 
$51 million of lower interest income asso- 
ciated with non-recurring research and 
development tax credits recorded in the 
third quarter of last year and $16 million 
of higher other income including a $13- 
million gain on the sale of several opera- 
tions within appliances. 

The 1997 third quarter effective tax 
rate of 34.5 percent compares to a 19.2 
percent effective tax rate during the 
comparable period last year, reflecting 
$38 million in nonrecurring R&D tax 


credits recorded in 1996. 

The third-quarter earnings of $211.2 
million were up slightly from the $210 
million recorded in the third quarter of 
1996. 

“Raytheon had strong operating 
income for the quarter, led by Raytheon 
TI Systems and Raytheon E-Systems in 
defense electronics, and by Raytheon 
Aircraft in our commercial sector,” said 
Dennis J. Picard, chairman and chief 
executive officer. 

“Strategically, Raytheon has made 
significant progress toward creating one 
of the world’s largest defense contrac- 
tors,” he said. 

During the quarter, Raytheon com- 
pleted the acquisition of Texas Instru- 
ments’ (TI) defense business, the only 
defense business ever to win the Mal- 
colm Baldrige National Quality Award; 
the bond offering to finance the TI 
defense acquisition was substantially 
oversubscribed; and the sale of several 


operations of the Raytheon Appliance 
Group was completed. 

Shortly after the close of the quarter, 
the Department of Justice gave condi- 
tional approval to the merger of Hughes 
Electronics’ defense operations and 
Raytheon. The merger, once completed, 
will create a combined company of more 
than 120,000 employees with approxi- 
mately $20 billion in sales. The merger is 
also subject to approval by stockholders 
of Raytheon and General Motors, includ- 
ing G Class “H” stockholders. 

The electronics segment led 
Raytheon’s increase with record third- 
quarter sales and operating income, as 
segment sales grew 33 percent and seg- 
ment operating income increased 65 per- 
cent, compared with 1996. 

Raytheon ended the third quarter of 
1997 with debt, net of cash and mar- 
ketable securities, of $6.294 billion, com- 
pared with $4.273 billion a year ago. This 
increase is principally due to the financ-

Team recently spent time 
learning about the American 
wolf while visiting Wolf Hollow 
in Ipswich. Wolf Hollow, run 
by the North American 
Wolf Foundation, is a 
non-profit educa- 
tional facility com- 
mitted to the 
preservation of 
the Gray Wolf. 
Joni Soffron, 
education 
director at 
Wolf Hollow, 
shared many 
facts about 
wolves with the 
children. As she al 
spoke, separated Te 
from the 16 gray * 
wolves by metal 
fencing, her husband 
and Wolf Hollow director 
Paul Soffron walked among 
the wolves, often rubbing their 
stomachs and feeding and play- 
ing with them. 

Ms. Soffron explained that 
Wolf Hollow is dedicated to teach- 
ing and providing an opportunity 
to experience the wolf in as nat- 
ural a setting as possible. She 
explained that the wolf in the 
United States has been facing 


extinction and is now being 
somewhat protected by the 
Endangered Species Act. She 
spoke of how the Native Ameri- 
cans respected the wolves and 
lived with them in harmony and 
that often the top clan of an Indi- 
an tribe is called the Wolf Clan. 
She went on to explain 
that the wolf was once 
the regulator of 
many herds of 
hoofed mam- 

mals. A natural 
balance existed 
between _ the 
number of 
wolves, mam- 
mals and the 
land. In order 
for the live- 
stock industry 
to lease vast 
areas of land for 
livestock grazing, 
the systematic 
slaughter of the wolf 
through trapping, shoot- 

ing, and poisoning nearly 
eliminated all the wolves from 
America. Due to the way they 
were treated, the wolf began to 
look at humans as its worst 
enemy and began to connect 
human scent with danger. Ms. 
Soffron explained that a wolf will 
not attack a human but will run 
away from means because of

AHS marches to gold medal

The Andover High School 
Marching band stormed to a gold- 
medal to finish their competitive 
season at the New England 
Scholastic Band Association 
Championship Finals at Tufts 
University on Sunday, Nov. 2.

fear. She defined the wolves job as providing health 
balances in nature. This is primarily done by provid- 
ing food for other animals. Wolves lead birds, such as 
ravens, to prey, the wolves then kill the prey and the 
ravens eat it. 

The students learned that the wolves at Wolf Hol- 
low are wild and that they consider Mr. and Ms. Sof- 
fron part of the wolf pack. The Soffrons began raising 
wolves in 1990 with five wolves that were only 11 days 
old. Wolf Hollow is now home to 16 wolves; the oldest 
are 7 years old and the youngest are 2. The students 
learned how the wolf pack is a family with a definite 
rank order with the alpha male most often the family 
head. Next in order of rank came the betas 
and the lowest, the omegas. The students

ing too many embryos for the safe size of the pack, she 
will re-fertilize the embryos into her body. They 
learned how the wolves mark their territory and how 
their tail position indicates their rank in the pack. 

Although the wolves at Wolf Hollow are gray 
wolves, they all don’t look gray. The students ques- 
tioned why the wolves could be white, black, brown or 
yellow and still be called gray wolves. It was 
explained that the wolves’ winter coat can keep them 
warm at temperatures 70 degrees below zero. When 
this winter coat begins to shed, the wolf sheds gray 
fur; thus, they are called gray wolves. The students 
learned that there used to be 24 different types of 
wolves in North America but there currently are only 
five types left. 

Ms. Soffron shed some light on why many people

believe that wolves howl at a full moon. She explained 
that wolves are very territorial. They howl when they 
are sad, when they grieve or mourn a wolf who has 
died, or in the month of January when they are 
attracting a mate. The truth is that during a full 
moon, the wolves can see more things at night and 
perhaps do howl more frequently because they can 
more easily see if a something or someone is passing 
onto their territory. When the children began howl- 
ing, the wolves stopped their normal activities and 
began howling as well, much to the delight of the stu- 
dents. 

Ms. Soffron closed her presentation on wolves by 
asking the students to teach others that humans and 
wolves can live in natural harmony, that wolves have 
a role and value in our world, and that each of them 
should do their part in protecting the American wolf.

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Make the (re)cycle complete, say activists

While Andover residents may have been 
recycling longer than those in most other Mass- 
achusetts towns, local activists are heading an 
effort to make the cycle complete by encourag- 
ing people to buy recyclables. 

As part of America Recycles Day, Saturday, 
Nov. 15, activists have planned events around 
town to encourage recycling and the purchase 
of recycled products. 

Dennis Sheehan, business manager for 
Andover’s Public Works Department, says the 
amount of material Andover recycles hasn’t 
changed much over the last couple of years. 
Until there is a large enough demand of recy- 
cled products, things sent out to be recycled 
have no place to go. 

“If you’re not buying recycled stuff, you’re 
not really helping yourself. In fact it actually 
hurts you to recycle (without buying recy- 
cled),” Sheehan says. 

Sheehan was asked by Andover resident and 
recycling cause champion Patrick Scanlon to 
help with America Recycles Day events. 

Sheehan is providing Scanlon and the Amer- 
ica Recycles Day Committee in Andover with 
more than 300 recycling bins for people to pick 
up downtown. 

The bulk of activates are featured at the San- 
born School Nov. 10-15, courtesy of a special 
student connection — David Scanlon, 11, a fifth 
grader and son of Patrick Scanlon. 


Patrick Scanlon has organized more than 
160 events for America Recycles Day across the 
state through Mass Recycling, a statewide recy- 
cling coalition he founded in 1988. Scanlon has 
been active in local recycling efforts since 1977, 
he says. 

By profession, Scanlon is head of recycling 
at Wheelabrator, the company that owns the 
NESWC incinerator in North Andover. 

While NESWC is known in Andover and 22

School scheduling frustration remains

Efforts to improve commu- 
nications led to yet 
more confusion over 
high school scheduling 
efforts at Tuesday’s 
School Committee 
meeting. 

School Superinten- 
dent Richard E. Neal 
was concerned that 
questions on a survey 
about the schedule 
given to AHS students 
and parents was mis- 
leading, because it 
asked questions about 
issues the School Com- 
mittee says it could not 
address. 

The survey was 
drafted by the Andover 
School Council, an 
advisory board to Prin- 
cipal Ellen A. Parker,

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and parent Joan 
Cohen. 
At the end of the sur- 


vey about scheduling 
options to be consid- 
ered for the future of 
Andover High School, 
the survey asks if par- 
ents think the depart- 
ment should return to 
last year’s schedule, or 
return to last year’s 
schedule but extend 
the school year a few 
days, and if so how. 
Neal and_ several 
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town to provide a certain amount 
of trash per year, Scanlon insists 
that Wheelabrator as a whole is a 
recycling-conscious company. 

He cites his work on developing 
the first trash-to-energy plant that 
works in conjunction with a recy- 
cling plant developed by Whee- 
labrator in Bucks County, Pennsyl- 
vania, and the dramatic rise of the 
recycling rate in Worcester from 3 
to 40 percent through the restruc- 
turing of a Wheelabrator contract. 

“The NESWC contract is 
unique. We would love to do away 
with it,” he says, adding that as an 
Andover taxpayer he is not happy 
with the state for making the deal 
with NESWC and “gambling my 
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tax money” two years before he 
went to work for Wheelabrator. 

Scanlon says America Recycles 
Day is a nationwide campaign that 
is unrelated to Wheelabrator, 
except that Wheelabrator is spon- 
soring several local events to 
encourage recycling (see schedule, 
page 3).

the death penalty 


Editor, Townsman: 

The passing of death penalty legisla- 
tion by both the Massachusetts House 
and Senate was a move in the right 
direction in the fight against violent 
crime. It is not clear if the Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court will strike 
down this legislation, yet the Massachu- 
setts Legislature has sent a strong mes- 
sage to first-degree murderers with the 
passage of the death penalty for exceed- 
ingly heinous premeditated murders. It 
was very disappointing to see Andover’s 
State Representative, Barry Finegold, 
vote no on this important legislation. 

The watered down version of the 
death penalty that the Massachusetts 
House supported included 15 categories 
of first-degree murderer including the 
following crimes: murders committed 
by inmates, murder of on-duty police 
officers, murders committed by previ- 
ously convicted first- or second-degree 
murders, and serial killers. This is not 
an exhaustive list, but it shows the legis- 
lation was narrowly tailored to target 
the most heinous of violent criminals. It 
is shocking to see that State Representa- 
tive Finegold opposed this watered- 
down death penalty and opposed the 
tougher treatment or violent criminals. 

All it takes to understand the problem 
of violent crime is to look at the daily 
newspaper for examples of the depravity 
of many criminals. Take the murder and 
rape of 10-year-old Jeffrey Curley. Cur- 
ley was only allowed to live to 10 years 
on this earth. Why shouldn’t the Com- 
monwealth be empowered by the legisla- 
ture to shorten the lives of pedophiles 
that stole Little League, the first kiss, 
prom night, and graduation from the 
young Curley? What type of argument 
can be made against the death by lethal 
injection for a killer who planned the 
abduction, killing, and rape of a 10-year- 
old little boy? There were 79 state repre- 
sentatives that opposed a death penalty 
for this type of premeditated murder 
including Representative Finegold . 

Just this week, Timothy Dykens was 
convicted of the first-degree murder of 
Kristen Crowley by an Essex County 
jury. Crowley was a 27-year-old stalked 
by two men to her condominium in 
Peabody, then dragged into the woods. 
After Crowley was dragged into the 
woods, Dykens attempted to rape the 
woman. The two men then bashed Crow- 
ley with a 47-pound boulder and crushed 
her head. One of the purposes of the 
death penalty is to punish individuals 
that kill for pleasure. Representative 
Finegold, why doesn’t this type of mur- 
der deserve the death penalty? 

It is time for the people of Massachu- 
setts to get rid of the soft-on-crime legis- 
lators that have obstructed death penal- 
ty legislation for the past few years. The 
death penalty is just and proper for the 
killer of State Police Officer Mark Char- 
bonier, Kristen Crowley, Jeffrey Curley, 
and all the other deceased victims of 
first-degree murderers.

Time to stop 
being anti-youth 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am an Andover resident with chil- 
dren attending the Bancroft School and 
Doherty Middle School. I have been uni- 
formly impressed by the quality of edu- 
cation offered by both schools. Neverthe- 
less, I wanted to share a few observa- 
tions relative to recent articles and edi- 
torials: 

I wholeheartedly endorse the recent 
letter to the editor from Lois Karfunkel 
regarding the debacle concerning block 
scheduling at the high school (“Educa- 
tion may not be better on the ‘block’,” 


Townsman, Oct. 16). Were either of my 
children attending that school, I would 
be disappointed in this academic year’s 
slow and clumsy start. I hope that the 
seniors especially are allowed to attend 
the classes necessary for their college 
admissions. 

Similarly, I feel tremendously sorry 
that parents like Lois Karfunkel have 
had to endure the complexities of an 
inadequate block-scheduling system 
adopted by the high school. I was equal- 
ly alarmed years ago when the principal 
of West Middle School was separated 
from his employment, despite the evi- 
dent concerns of West Middle School 
parents as well as other local citizens. 
While that litigation was dismissed pur- 
suant to a legal concept called standing 
(i.e. citizens may not bring litigation on 
behalf of the separated educator pur- 
suant to the Education Reform Act), I 
still believe that efforts on behalf of the 
Robideaux family and the educator were 
morally and ethically, if not legally, 
appropriate. 

This huge mistake in scheduling 
brings to mind my general concerns 
about youth life in Andover. I was 
aghast to read the letter to the editor 
written by Ann T. Rhone (“Story dimin- 
ished any positive effects,” Townsman, 
Oct. 23). Ms. Rhone was unfairly made to 
feel badly about the story in your paper. 
I would be the first to advise my son, a 
skateboarder and rollerblader, to refrain 
from such behavior around elder citi- 
zens who might find their conduct too 
loud and disruptive. 

Having said that, however, I think 
Ms. Rhone’s experience raises a persis- 
tent fact about Andover. This town is 
notoriously anti-youth. While middle- 
schoolers and high-schoolers may be 
good customers of certain establish- 
ments (i.e. Underground Music, The 
Andovers Gift Shop, Andover Video, 
Brueggers), they are for the most part 
treated as a necessary encumbrance in 
our community. Andover still does not 
have a rec center for the youth, despite 
Bill Fahey’s heroic and others’ best 
efforts. 

That the police want to issue tickets 
to skateboarders is an embarrassment to 
this community. Rollerblades are 
frowned upon pretty much anywhere in 
town. In effect, there continue to be pre- 
cious few places for Andover’s young 
students to go, though coffeehouses rep- 
resent a step in the right direction. 

Fortunately, (Selectman) Larry 
Larsen and other folks have come to 
realize the need for youth recreational 
facilities. At some point, the level of 
interest in these and other youth-related 
efforts will result in a recreation center 
and/or park where young kids can hang 
out. I hope that community members 
support these efforts and join the 
Friends of Andover Youth. It’s time that 
Andover made a commitment to the 
next generation.

Tragedy prompts calls for traffic lights

State police say a 17-year-old 
Derek W. Lewis of Malden, whose 
drivers license was a week old, 
caused the accident. Lewis was 
charged with failing to stop at a 
stop sign, operating to endanger 
and motor vehicle homicide after 
he drove through a stop sign at 
the Wildwood Road intersection 
with Route 125, police said. 

Lewis’ Chevrolet S-10 pickup 
truck broadsided Call’s Trooper, 
heading north on Route 125, caus- 
ing it to spin and run head on into 
a Ford Aerostar minivan. The 
minivan was heading south on 
Route 125, and flipped over onto 
the opposite shoulder when it was 
hit, police said. 

One member of the Stoneham 
family riding in the minivan, 
Miriam L. Regan-Fiore, 36, had 
serious visible injuries. The other 
family members, Robert Fiore, 36, 
Teresa, 7, Melissa and Maria 
Fiore, both 5, were also taken by 
ambulance to local hospitals. 

Residents who emerged from 
their homes into the rain around 
5 p.m. Sunday when they heard 
the crash say the lack of traffic 
lights there has been a dangerous 
problem as long as they could 
remember. 

“You don’t think you’re com- 
ing out onto a major highway,” 
said one man pointing to the stop 
sign at Wildwood Road. 

Another resident, a retired 
phone company worker who 
asked not to be identified, said he 
tried to help when he came out of 
his house and found two men 
lying in the road. 

“T just told him to ‘stay with it, 
buddy, don’t quit,” but the man’s 


head was seriously injured and 
bleeding, he said, as he helped the 
emergency medical workers 
before the police came. 

Meanwhile, elected officials 
this week echoed residents’ cries 
to build more traffic lights along 
the highway. 

“We want to make Route 125 
safe, and right now it is not,” says 
state Rep. Barry Finegold, D- 
Andover. “It’s sad but it’s almost 
an annual event that there’s one 
accident there that has fatalities. 
Getting more lights really has to 
be a top priority and we need to 
push (to assure) that it is.” 

This week, both Finegold and 
Selectman Brian Major praised 
the state for starting improve- 
ments at the intersection of Gould 
Road and Route 125. But they 
have also requested the state do 
more. 

“T think Route 125 is dangerous 
enough,” Major has told fellow 
selectmen. “I'd like for us to work 
with our state delegation to look 
at these other intersections.” 

Finegold says he’s already on 
the case. He’s talked with High- 
way Commissioner Kevin Sulli- 
van “since day one” and, follow- 
ing this most recent accident, 
called Sullivan and “stressed the 
dire need for more lights. 

“We have been working for 
more traffic lights. Right now, 
they’re proposed for Salem and 
Vine,” he says, noting the state’s 
figures show Wildwood and 
Prospect roads to be less traveled. 

Finegold has also put his 
request in writing, mailing out a 
letter to Sullivan on Monday, the 
day after the accident. 

“The Route 125 area is much 


too populated to be without traffic 
lights.” he wrote. “At times, peo- 
ple are driving at a speed of up to 
70 m.p.h., which makes _ it 
extremely difficult for those cross- 
ing Salem Street, Wildwood Road, 
Prospect Street and Vine Street. 
At such high speeds, cars such as 
the one driving on Wildwood 
Road yesterday put other drivers 
in danger.” 

Jon Carlisle, director of public 
affairs for Mass. Highway, says 
the department has studied all 
four of these intersections and 
believes lights are needed at the 
Vine and Salem Street intersec- 
tions. 

“We’re early on in the process. 
We haven’t even begun to design 
(new intersections) yet so it’s a lit- 
tle early to devise a schedule.” 

Meanwhile, Route 125 is onlv 
getting busier, as more drivers, 
hoping to avoid traffic tie-ups, are 
using Route 125 to get from Inter- 
State 495 to Interstate 93, says 
Finegold. 

“IT guarantee it is a_ cut- 
through,” Finegold says. “I can 
speak from experience, standing 
outside (campaigning) on morn- 
ings and seeing all the New 
Hampshire license plates go by.” 

But Finegold believes lights 
will help solve the safety concerns 
of those who drive these roads. 
And multiple Route 125 traffic 
lights could be synchronized to 
avoid backing up traffic, he says. 

“The key is to have two or 
three more lights on 125, to make 
it so people can get in and out of 
their streets safely,” he says. “It’s 
just not fun every morning to 
wake up and have to cross that 
road.” 


Au pairs: 
Almost adults, 
but not quite

pairs seemed to come looking for nightlife rather than a 
serious job, but overall they say their experiences have 
been good. 

Terry Saia, mother of three, says she’s had two “very 
loving” au pairs who have made her and her family 
very happy. 

“They were an integral part of our family,” she says. 

And as for the occasional au pair who.doesn’t work 
out, they chalk it up to differing personalities and the 
expected challenges of living with a teenager. 

John Saia, Terry’s husband, who has hosted two Ger- 
man and one British au pair, says the problems of 
teenagers seem to transcend cultures. 

“You have to realize the responsibility of taking a 
teenager into your house,” he says. “They’re almost 
adults, but not quite. I’m over 40 and I’m still learning,” 
he says. 

Cruise says that one positive aspect of those chal- 
lenges is that after she has employed teenage au pairs 
for seven years, her kids won’t have much of a chance 
to fool their mother. 

“We'll know every trick in the book by the time 
they’re teenagers,” she says. 


Au pair over day care 

Many parents cited au pairs as the answer to child 
care that didn’t take the kids out of their home or neigh- 
borhood. 

AnnMarie Weisman, an attorney, now employs 
Emma Ribbolm from Sweden to care for her 3-year-old 
son Adam. 

She has friends whose choices in child care run the 
gamut in child care, from day care centers to after 
school help, but she chose an au pair because it was rec- 
ommended to her by family members who had good 
experiences. 

“You just don’t know until you do it,” she says. 

Terry Saia, a nurse, says she chose an au pair when 
her children were young because it was affordable, con- 
sistent and allowed her children to stay at home and 
play with their friends in the neighborhood. 
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By the dozens — More than two dozen local au 
pairs posed last May in the Park off Bartlet 
Street with their charges.

Dr. Howard Koh is the state’s leading 
health official and, as such, he knows he’ll 
face controversy. With all the subjects 
before him there’s bound to be one — such 
as his support for needleexchange pro- 
grams — that will set the Bay State on its 
ear. 

At least there might be the case if some- 
one else was the new commissioner of pub- 
lic health. 

But Koh, of Andover’s Lincoln Circle 
East, is not the type to force such issues 
under the public’s skin by insisting that 
they be implemented. Instead, his style is to 
lay the groundwork for change by dis- 
cussing the controversial issues while 
insisting, with programs such as needle 
exchange, that they only be used in specific 
areas where they have community sup- 
port. 
“If ’'m going to be a cutting-edge com- 
missioner I have to keep raising issues like 
that, that might make people a little uncom- 
fortable,” he says. 

But he also works to keep discomfort to 
a minimum. 

“Needle exchange needs to be consid- 
ered in high-risk areas (not in towns like 
Andover),” he says, for instance. “It is one 
part of an outreach to the drug-addicted to 
lower their HIV risk and to get them into 
programs and off drugs. It’s one part of a 
whole array of services.” 

Supporting controversial programs is 
also just one small part of Koh’s vast new 
job. Yet, although Koh was officially sworn 
in just three weeks ago, he’s already creat- 
ed two main goals for the department of 
public health to pursue. 

This should come as no surprise to those 
who have studied his resume. A physician 
four times over, Koh sets ambitious goals, 
and often attains them. Shortly after being 
named commissioner in July, Koh told the 
Townsman he would like to make Massa- 
chusetts, “the healthiest state in the coun- 
try if I could.” 

Now, with his goals for the state, Koh 
says he wants to: 

- Prevent diseases — particularly those 
caused by tobacco use, HIV (the virus that 
causes AIDS), and abuse of alcohol and 
drugs; and 

* Assure high quality, compassionate 
care for vulnerable patients, such as the 
poor, non-English speaking people, and 
those with HIV.

list for a very simply reason. As a doctor, he 
learned quickly that trying to cure a 
patient’s illness was attacking the problem 
at the wrong end of the cycle. 

“As physicians, we see the end result, 
when prevention is overlooked. I think 
every physician gets humbled as (he or she) 
goes on and realizes how many (conditions) 
are beyond our control,” says Koh. 

This is why Commissioner Koh plans to 
use his bully pulpit to get everyone 
involved in improving public health. 

A big part of this is simply education. 
Koh says he will bring continued attention 
and greater awareness to problems such as 
domestic violence and college binge drink- 
ing that lead to injury and other health 
problems. He will also target specific 
groups, as he did about a week ago witha 
conference specifically geared to having 
Latino kids and parents talk about teen 
pregnancies. 

Problems such as teenage pregnancy 
and even rape “stem from inadequate or 
absent sex ed,” says Koh. When it comes to 
sexuality, youth must be educated, but 
“this is one of those incredibly sensitive 
areas where schools and parents have to 
work closely together,” he says. 

But as he focuses on preventing the 
spread of diseases such as AIDS, Koh wants 
the state to at least consider controversial 
subjects such as needle-exchange pro- 
grams. 

As the only American board-certified in 
medical oncology, dermatology, hematol- 
ogy and internal medicine, he certainly has 


the knowledge necessary to push the dis- 
cussion, even if he throws away his mas- 
ters in public health. Koh notes that the 
National Institute of Health and the Nation- 
al Academy of Sciences have determined 
that needleexchange programs decrease 
HIV cases and do not increase drug use. He 
also says that such programs allow public 
health officials to reach people they might 
otherwise never see. 

“Some of those (programs) may seem 
counter-intuitive at first but, if there’s sci- 
entific evidence that it (succeeds), then we 
have to have some rational discussion on 
these topics. Public health can be very 
exciting if it’s innovative and creative and 
you have people who are willing to enter- 
tain new ideas,” he says. “I think needle 
exchange is one of these (areas that can 
succeed).” 

Does Koh support the governor’s stance 
that all needle-exchange programs must 
receive local support. 

“T do,” says Koh, “for now.” 

Though clearly a public-health fighter, 
Koh is more of a boxer than a brawler. 
Rather than throw a haymaker which, if it 
misses, will only serve to rile his opponent, 
Koh prefers to pound away at his cause 
with logic body blows. 

This approach, after all, has served the 
state well regarding tobacco control, one of 
Koh’s favorite areas. A few years ago, who 
would have imagined smoking would be 
banned from airlines and restaurants and 
that tax money would go to tobacco control 
programs and anti-smoking campaigns? 


But in communities such as Andover 
that support control, smoking has been 
widely banned. In other areas smoking 
continues. The overall effect is that tobac- 
co use has decreased faster in Massachu- 
setts than almost anywhere else in the 
United States. It was a slow process, but 
one that worked. 

“Tm optimistic we can still be a leader 
and keep that momentum going,” he says. 
“T think the potential of making this state 
as smoke-fee as possible — let me put it 
that way — is high.” 


Assuring quality care 

If it was Koh’s experience as a young 
doctor that fueled his interest in preven- 
tion, it was his experience as a young adult 
that fueled his interest in assuring care for 
the vulnerable. 

As a Korean-American, Koh says one of 
his particular interests is assuring high 
quality care for immigrants and other non- 
English speaking patients. 

He says he often thinks of his grand- 
mothers, both of whom were sick at the 
end of their lives and needed care. Already 
a doctor, he would call their doctors to 
check on the care and to remind them that 
while his grandparents didn’t speak Eng- 
lish “they had a grandson who was a physi- 
cian.” 

“T was very glad to do that, but I remem- 
ber thinking, ‘What about the other 80 
year-old people who don’t speak English? 
Are they getting the same type of care?’ I 
think that should be a given.” 

In fact, it should be a given that all 
patients including disadvantaged adults, 
the wheelchair-bound, and those with HIV 
continue to have state facilities to turn to, 
he says. 

Koh says there is support and state gov- 
ernment proposals for the Department of 
Public Health to monitor managed care 
groups to make sure the entire public is 
being served. 

Koh believes it can also be a body that 
hears cases from patients against managed 
care organizations. 

Although he acknowledges that ques- 
tions about whether bigger government 
creates problems of its own are valid, he 
believes some oversight is a necessity as 
managed care grows. 

“The public is crying out,” he says. “I 
think the public wants to be assured there 
is still top quality (at their medical facili- 
ties), but they don’t want it to be micro- 
managed. It’s a balancing act, I guess.” 

Like the rest of his job.

extension of the school day, and felt it was misleading to 
ask people if that’s what they wanted. 

School Committee student representative Marc 
D’Agostino told the committee he thought it was impor- 
tant to let the students know what options would really 
be considered and which would not, because many stu- 
dents feel like the administration isn’t listening, he said. 

“The frustration level is very, very high,” he said. 

Shortly after the discussion began, a few parents who 
were watching the meeting at home on television came 
to the meeting to defend the purpose of the survey, and 
the need described by D’Agostino. 


Parent Janice Meagher arrived and told the commit- 
tee the School Council felt the only things that were not 
negotiable were things required under The Education 
Reform Act.

‘Look homeward, 


say Andover officers

The search for a new Andover police chief 
may pit Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
against potential candidates for the job in the 
_ department. 

While there has been no overt confrontation 
so far, many of Andover’s top officers believe the 
new chief should come from the current ranks, 
while Stapcezynski plans to conduct a national 
search for a new chief. 

“T can’t talk for all the superior officers, but 
the majority of us hope they’ll be making the 
selection from within the police department,” 
says Lt. Arthur Ricci, president of the superior 
officers association, which represents the 
department’s lieutenants and sergeants. “We 
don’t think it’s necessary to go out of town.” 

Ricci notes that when outgoing chief James 
Johnson was named head honcho in 1980, he’d 
only been a member of the department for about 
10 years. Many members of today’s department 
have significantly more experience and are pre- 
pared to walk the chief beat, he says. 

Stapczynski says he isn’t closing the door on 
local candidates. He says he will seriously con- 
sider local officers who apply. But he also wants 
to see how Andover candidates compare to other 
would-be chiefs. 

“Simply put, I want the best candidate for the 
job, and if I can find the best candidate internal- 
ly, great,” he says. 

“T realize there’s a lot of talent in the depart- 
ment,” says Stapczynski. “At the same time, I 
want to open it up to any other people that might 
._ be interested.” 

Andover leaders want a new police chief in 
uniform as close as possible to March 17, when 
Johnson is expected to turn in his badge. 

Stapczynski says he will use a four-step 
process to find the candidate he will appoint as 
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the next police chief (see sidebar, 
page 34). 

As part of this process 
Stapcezynski will hear from sever- 
al public groups, advertise 
nationally and regionally and use 
a team of helpers to recommend 
to him a handful of the most qual- 
ified candidates. 

While this may be a logical 
process, it is a drastic departure from what the 
manager did the last time there was a top public 
safety opening. Last year, Stapczynski conduct- 
ed no outside search and took less than three 
months to replace Andover’s retiring fire chief 
with new Fire Chief Harold Wright in July, 1996. 

“With the fire chief, I didn’t do the communi- 
ty outreach piece and I posted the job internally 
and I didn’t advertise widely through New Eng- 
land as we are now (with the police chief posi- 
tion),” says Stapczynski. He also didn’t use a 
team of people to look at the candidates and 
hand him a group of finalists. 

Why the different approach now? 

Some officials have long said the fire depart- 
ment has better morale than the police depart- 
ment and legal records tend to support this view. 
Grievances from police department members 
are more common than fire department cases, 
confirms Michael Gilman, a lawyer who has rep- 
resented the town regarding police and fire 
grievances for 15 years. 
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Craig Poirier, the president of the 
patrolmen’s union, brought a com- 
plaint against Andover’s second-in 


At the beginning of 1992 there 
were 24 police cases against the 
town and there are four pending

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Selectmen mixed on whether chief should be home-grown

Selectmen, who must approve the new 
police chief appointed by Town Manager 
Buzz Stapczynski, appear to have at least 
somewhat varying opinions on how impor- 
tant it is for the choice to come from within 
the Andover police department. 

Who cares? Members of the Andover 
police department do. That’s because while 
they think the new chief should be one of 
their own, Stapczynski says he plans to 
advertise the chief’s position in at least one 
national publication and open the search to a 
wider range of candidates. 

“Our recommendation would be to keep it 
in-house,” says Craig Poirier, patrolmen’s 
union president. “Nobody is more qualified 
to determine the needs of the town and the 
department than someone in the depart- 
ment.” 

“T love this term ‘we’ll look nationally,’ as 
if there’s some gem in Peoria that we'll 
pluck,” says Selectman Larry Larsen. “I 
don’t think the issue is we’ll look nationally 
— we'll look carefully.” 

Larsen says he wants more consideration 
given to local candidates “because they 
understand our community.” 

Selectman Bill Downs, a home-grown fire 
chief before he retired, says he would defi- 
nitely favor promoting a current Andover 
officer. “It matters to me if it comes from the 
ranks,” says Downs. 

Other selectmen have varying responses 
when asked if it matters to them whether the 
next chief comes from the current corps. 

“We’re going to get the best possible can- 
didate,” says Chairman Jerry Silverman.

com- 
mand, Lt. Phillip Froburg, before the Board of 


Selectmen the day before Chief Johnson notified , 
the town he would retire (“Cop clash comes — 


before selectmen,” Townsman, Oct. 23). 

The complaint alleged that Froburg had made 
threats against Poirier and others in the wake of 
an internal department survey, in which at least 
three officers said they didn’t want Froburg as 
the next chief. The results of the survey were 
made public in the Townsman (“Police officers 
cite management problems,” April 24, 1997). 

By contrast, Gilman says there aren’t any 
firefighter cases against the town currently and, 
“T don’t believe there’s been anything recently.” 

But Stapczynski says the different image of 
the two departments did not make him use a dif- 
ferent process. 

“No. I had a number of internal candidates to 
choose from (at the fire department). In this 
case, I’m not sure how many internal candidates 
I have to choose from,” he says. 

But the reason many police officers have not 
publicly stated their interest in the job is 
because they haven’t received any information 
regarding the specifics of the chief's position, 
Says Ricci. 

“Tn all honesty, he has to put out if it is going 
to be a one-year, two-year or three-year contract. 
Nobody knows,” says Ricci, who states he’s not 
interested in the position himself “at this time.” 

But, he says, “Some of us are upset that after 
so many years working for the town, living in 
the town and knowing the town, that they have 
to do a national search.” 


“T’d agree. If that’s from within 
the department, great,” says John 
Hess. 

“IT want to get the best possible 
person for the job and being a resi- 
dent of Andover will definitely carry 
a lot of weight,” says fellow Select- 
man Brian Major. 

Major says what residents want in 
a chief will play a significant role in 
whether he will support a current 
member of the department to become 
Andover’s number-one cop. 

“If we look at the qualities (the 
town wants), if we can’t find that 
from within the department, then we 
have to go outside. I would prefer for 
the candidate to come from within,” 
he says.

aside at selectmen’s meetings to hear 
from residents, the League of Women 
Voters, downtown businesses and 
Andover police.

utilities have made (some in plant and equip- 
ment, some in contracts to buy energy) that 
they say could cripple them financially 
unless they are allowed to recover them by 
continuing to charge consumers for them. 

Indeed, this is where the really big bucks 
lie — $300 billion according to some esti- 
mates. 

Utilities have spent considerable time 
and money publicizing their contention that 
it is only fair to allow them to recover 
stranded costs. Much of a NEES press pack- 
et on deregulation is devoted to “myths” 
and “realities” about stranded costs. It 
emphasizes the fact that stranded cost 
recovery fees are already in the rate struc- 
ture, and will not be a new surcharge. And it 
notes that these investments were “deemed 
prudent and approved by regulators, and 
many were mandated directly or indirectly 
by regulators.” 

It also argues that since the utilities must 
allow competing power suppliers “open 
access” to their power grids (wires and 
poles) at regulated prices, a fair exchange is 
to allow recovery of stranded costs. 

Opponents counter that the utilities are 
simply trying to place the blame for bad 
investments somewhere else — in this case 
on the state Department of Public Utilities 
— suggesting that the DPU forced them to 
build things like nuclear plants.

“You’d think they were the ones chained 
to the fence trying to prevent Seabrook, and 
we were the ones saying the power would be 
too cheap to meter,” says a frustrated Sar- 
gent. “It’s offensive’ to say, ‘You made us 
build these.’” 

O’Brien agrees that some of the utilities 
in the state have been poorly managed, and 
in a perfect world should have to eat the 
costs of their bad investments. “But it is 
very tough to do it any other way than what 
we are,” he says, since the bill has to apply 
to the whole state. 

There may yet be some room for compro- 
mise. Sargent says the coalition’s opposi- 
tion to the recovery of stranded costs “does- 
n’t mean we’re saying they should get zero.” 

And the utilities say they don’t want a 
whole loaf — that they are not seeking “lost 
revenues” from their stranded investments, 
but only “sunk costs,” or costs already 
incurred. 

And O’Brien says the utilities have to get 
something for their stranded investments, 
because they have “a fiduciary responsibili- 
ty to their shareholders.” If they didn’t, they 
would then have an obligation to sue for 
having an asset “taken without compensa- 
tion. And we’re trying to keep this thing out 
of court.” 

But in general, the two sides are still far 
apart. Sargent says this is a bill aimed not to

benefit consumers, but the utili- 
ties and big business. 

For deregulation to truly ben- 
efit consumers, he says, “there 
have to be rules to make sure 
there is real competition, not a 
sham. Bailing them out by let- 
ting them recover stranded 
costs gives them a war chest 
that will let them blow the com- 
petition out of the water. There 
have to be stronger anti-trust 
provisions. Affiliates shouldn’t 
be able to deal with one anoth- 
er.” 

Sargent says, consumers 
would be wise to note who is 
backing what. “If they really 
believe that the largest utilities 


and largest industrial corpora- 
tions in the state have the inter- 
ests of consumers at heart,” 
ahead of a coalition of consumer 
groups that includes the Union 
of Concerned Scientists, the 
AARP (American Association, of 
Retired Persons), Massachu- 
setts Citizens for Safe Energy, 
Physicians For Social Responsi- 
bility and dozens of others, 
“they can,” he says. 

“But I think that should tell 
them something.” 

The bill was reportedly 
scheduled to be on the House 
floor by midweek, and could be 
up for a vote by today (Thurs- 
day).

CANTILEVER BRIDGES 

Like a highway bridge, the fixed restoration known 
as a dental bridge is normally supported by two 
abutments on either side of the gap. In between runs 
the span (or pontic) of metal framework to which one or 
more artificial teeth are attached. Under some 
circumstances, the pontic may be supported only at one 
end. The so-called cantilever bridge may be used in 
cases where a lateral incisor is missing. It may be 
replaced with a cantilever bridge anchored to the 
adjacent canine, which makes a relatively strong 
abutment. If all three adjacent molars are missing, the 
first molar may be replaced with a cantilever bridge 
supported by at least two abutment teeth (the adjacent 
premolars) that have connected crowns. 

Are missing teeth detracting from the quality of your 
life? Bridges may be just the solution. They prevent 
healthy teeth from shifting, which could lead to 
additional tooth loss, and they aid in chewing.

Horror at the opera, presented at Bradford

n the heels of Halloween,. Bradford Col- 
(is Arts Foundation will present a sin- 
gle performance of The Medium, an opera 
filled with seances, shadows, horror and 
intrigue. The performance will begin at 8 p.m. 
Saturday, Nov. 8 at the college's Conover Hall in 
Bradford. 
Although written in the 1940s by Gian Carlo 
*Menotti, The Medium is an opera designed for 
late 20th century American tastes: the pacing is 
quick, the tension is high, the action (and act- 
ing) is intense, and it is sung in English. 

The story takes place in a room in Budapest 
that contains all the trappings of the gypsy — a 
seance table, a curtained cubicle where "ghosts" 
can hide, and trunks where things can be 
packed up quickly if the gypsy needs to take to 
the road. Living there are Mme. Flora who leads 
the seances, her virginal and lovely daughter 
Monica, and their mute servant, Toby. 

The first scene is a seance. Three heartbro- 
ken parents have come to Mme Flora to hear the 

_ voices of their dead children. Joanne Messier, 
who plays Mme Flora, is superb as a stone- 
hearted woman whose only interest in these 
grieving parents is to play on their heartache 
and take their money. 

Charles Baad is Mr. Gobineau and Martha 
Warren is Mrs. Gobineau, parents who lost 
their two-year-old son when they bought him a 
toy sailboat and then allowed him to play near a 
fountain. Warren's soliloquy on how she lost her 
boy is heart wrenching, and my bet is there 
won't be a dry eye in the house. 

The lights go down and the seance begins. 
Disembodied voices and shadowy lighting all 
contribute to the spookiness of this opera. The 
voices of the dead really are sung by Mme. 
Flora's daughter, Monica, played by Leslie Ben- 
nett. Monica hides behind a gauze curtain, and 
cries out in a sweet voice, "Mother, Mother are 
you there?" to the grieving parents. 

This time the charade ends differently. Mme 
Flora suddenly jumps up and screams, "Who 
touched me?" The ultimate irony of this whole 
opera is that she finally feels the presence of 
those she conjures for others, and it is her undo- 
ing. 


” 


The interplay of Messier's and Bennett's voic- 
es (as Mme. Flora and Monica) is one of the 
greatest joys of this production. Their lines — 
sung back and forth — and their harmonies, 
gave this listener a feeling of heavenly beauty 
that contrasted greatly and therefore under- 
scored the hellish horror of Mme. Flora's visita- 
tion and terror. 

With a beautiful, powerful voice, Messier 
delivers a complex Mme. Flora, who emotes 
intrigue. While the audience learns to hate the 
character because she physically and verbally 
abuses the mute servant Toby, the audience also 
can't help but feel compassion for the character 
as we witness her downward spiral into mad- 
ness. Messier's past achievements include ful- 
filling the title role in Carmen with the Chami- 
nade Opera Group. She's also worked with the 
Longwood opera, and also was a member of the 
choral ensemble of the Opera Company of 
Boston. 

Leslie Bennett's performance as Monica also 
shines. With her lovely soprano and movement 
about stage, Bennett creates a character who is 
a victim with spine. Monica fights her mother's 
injustices, and in the course of these fights we 
feel the character's strength as well as her. Ben- 
nett is a member of the voice faculty at Emerson 
College, and she also directs for the Opera 
Department at Boston University's School for 
the Arts. 

Robin Dull plays the mute servant Toby. Here 
is a young man who is assigned one of the tough- 
est roles in opera — a role with no voice. 
Through convincing body language, Dull cre- 
ates a Toby who is loyal and loving in spite of 
mistreatment---no easy feat when a performer 
has no lines. 

Bethany Tammaro plays Mrs. Nolan, one of 
the seance goers who desperately seeks out her 
16-year-old daughter at Mme. Flora's seances. 

Jeffrey Stevens, twice a recipient of a Boston 
Symphony Orchestra Tanglewood Fellowship, 
is the opera's music director. Nancy-Ellen 
Rainier is the stage director.

Golden Warriors’ comeback falls short, 20-13

A spirited second-half comeback bid by 
the Andover High football team was short- 
circuited by one pivotal play, a fumble 
returned 24 yards for the back-breaking 
touchdown, as visiting Chelmsford pulled 
out a 20-13 Merrimack Valley Conference 
victory under the lights at Lovely Field. 

The Lions, who led 14-0 at the half, grate- 
fully accepted the gift-wrapped six points 
which ultimately provided breathing room 
and stretched Andover’s winless streak 
through six games. 

Coach Ken Maglio’s crew fell to 2-5-1 
overall, 0-5-1 in conference play, while 
Chelmsford inched into third place in the 
league standings at 3-2 while improving to 3- 
4 overall. 

The Golden Warriors launched their 
comeback in the third period when junior 
quarterback Rick Johnson, who scored both 
touchdowns, plunged over from the one 
yard line. 

That capped a lengthy drive fueled by a 
series of Johnson pass completions to Captain 
Joe Maglio (29 yards), Ethan Murphy (11 yards) 
and halfback Matt Aufiero who made a terrific 
tumbling catch at the Chelmsford one. 

Johnson knifed across on the following play, 
and Scott Brodsky’s sixth PAT of the season cut 
the Lions lead in half, 14-7, midway through the 
quarter, 

Chelmsford took the subsequent kickoff and 
drove to the AHS 35, where a fourth-down fake 
punt and run came up a yard shy of the first 
down.

Trailing 20-13 with time winding down, 
the locals were unable to get the necessary 
touchdown and two-point conversion to pull 
out the victory. 

The Lions’ first-half scores, one in each 
quarter, came on an eight-yard run by Mike 
Buono and a one-yard dive by top back Ned 
Heslin with just 46 seconds left in the half. 

Both touchdowns came at the close of 
ball-control, time-consuming drives, the 
first covering 76 yards in nine plays and the 
second 78 yards in 11 plays. 

Heslin finished with 185 yards rushing 
on 21 carries, boosting his impressive sea- 
son totals to 827 yards rushing and 48 points. 

He is the third back in the last three 
games to put up huge numbers against 
Andover, following in the footsteps of 
Tewksbury’s Dave Shunamon and Lowell’s 
Mike Kowalski. 

The Golden Warriors squandered one 
golden opportunity in the first half, with 
Johnson pass completions to Captain Brian 
Cutler and Maglio moving the ball inside the 
Chelmsford 25. 

But a costly turnover returned the ball to the 
Lions, ahead 7-0 at the time, and launched the 78- 
yard march capped by Heslin’s TD. 

Andover had difficulty running the ball all 
night, managing only 44 yards on the ground. 

But Johnson picked apart the suspect Lions’ 
secondary while completing nine passes, four to 
Maglio, for 126 yards. Giles added the one TD 
strike for 24 yards for 
a team total of 150 aer- 
ial yards. 

Chelmsford killed 
a couple oftherpoten- 
tial marches with 
costly penalties, the 
Lions flagged seven 
times for 75 yards.

The Golden Warriors are all that stands 
between the surprising Middies, undefeated at 
5-0-2, and a huge MVC championship showdown 
with Central Catholic a week from tomorrow.

Dracut, sending retiring coach Dave Stecchi 
out with a season to remember, is coming off a 
bye week after blasting Chelmsford 28-8 two 
weeks ago. 

Prior victories were over non-league West- 
ford Academy (13-11) and Lawrence (21-0), along 
with MVC rivals Billerica (26-7) and Haverhill 
(13-4). The ties were back-to-back versus Tewks- 
bury (14-14) and Lowell (14-14). 

Dracut, whose last MVC title and only Super 
Bowl appearance was in 1988, is led by running 
back Todd Demmons (42 points, 525 yards rush- 
ing), wide receiver Dan Halligan (36 points, four 
TD receptions) and quarterback Bob Drouin 
(seven TD passes). 

The Middies also have an excellent place- 
kicker in Jim Martin. 

Andover hammered Dracut 34-7 last fall and 
has three straight wins over the Middies with 
an 83-7 scoring edge. 

AHS is also 11-1 against Dracut since 1981 
with no game between the two in 1981, 1984, 1987 
and 1988.

ndover covers 32.1 square miles - 
31 on land and 1.1 of water. 
Andover’s population was 29,846 
according to the 1996 Town Census. 

According to state demographic records, 

Andover has 10,892 housing units. A 
spokeswoman for the Town’s office of Com- 
munity Development says 67 housing units 
were built since January 1997. Approximate- 
jly 114 new houses were built in Andover 
\from Nov. 1995 to Nov. 1996. 

Since 1980, the number of Andover house- 
holds jumped more than 20 percent, accord- 
ing to the state. 

The median household income is $61,070, 
while the per capita income is $26,327. Three 
percent of Andover residents live below the 
poverty level, according to state records. 

State demographics show the average 
household size is 2.8 people and the average 
family size is 3.26 people. 

Andover’s unemployment rate last year was 
3.4 percent in September 1996, according to 
state. The town’s labor force was 16,688, includ- 
ing 16,317 employed residents and 571 unem- 
ployed. 

Andover’s property had a fiscal 1997 
assessed value of $3,091,929,912 — paid by 
11,188 taxable accounts. 

Commercial property was taxed at $22.57 
(down from $23.99 in 1995) per $1,000 of 
assessed valuation in fiscal 1996, while resi- 
dential property was taxed at$15.48 (down 
from $16.41 in 1995) per $1,000. 

The town completed a third-year revalua- 
tion for Fiscal 1997. The results should be 
available in December. Values were expected 
to rise about 10 percent across the board after 
rising about 2.5 percent in 1996.

Town meeting, sometimes called the 
purest expression of democracy, is a 
unique New England institution where 
the town’s major decisions — financial 
and otherwise — are discussed and voted 
by the town’s citizens. 

Andover’s town meeting is open to all 
registered voters in town. 

Bonding, borrowing, eminent domain 
and zoning changes require a two-thirds 
majority vote.
